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DETAILED ACTION 
Reason For Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-15, 18, 19 and 21-34 are allowed. 

2. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitations of the independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 
or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 
presented in independent claims 1,15 and 24, which include (claim 1) means for supporting said 
solar energy receiver above said concentrator in a pyramidal configuration; (claim 15) method 
comprising of steps for supporting said solar energy receiver above said solar concentrator in a 
pyramidal configuration; (claim24) method for heating the solar concentrator for no more than 
four hours and agitating the rotatable miniature reflectors relative to the surrounding media 
during heating.

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(18), a electric means for aligning the mirrors; however, Rabinowitz et al. does not teach or 
suggest means for supporting said solar energy receiver above said concentrator in a pyramidal 
configuration. 

b) Davidson et al. (US Patent 6,612,705B1) discloses a minioptic solar energy concentrator 
in Figure 9 comprising of mirror-embedded balls (2), a surrounding medium (18), a electric 
means for aligning the mirrors; however, Rabinowitz et al. does not teach or suggest means for 
supporting said solar energy receiver above said concentrator in a pyramidal configuration.
